An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The period under 37 CFR 1 .304 for seeking court review of the decision by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences rendered June 29, 2009 has expired and no further action has 
been taken by appellant. The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the 
rejection(s) against claim(s) 1-6, 8-20, and 24-44, but reversed all rejections against claim(s) 
21-23. Therefore, claims 1-6, 8-20, and 24-44 are cancelled by the examiner in accordance 
with MPEP § 1214.06. Claims 21-23 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As noted on pages 16-17 of the Board Decision rendered on June 29, 2009, Applicants 
invoked the language of 35 USC 1 12 6 th paragraph . The Applicant asserted that the means in 
claim 21 is the Storage Processor Unit 701. The Specification describes that the SPU 
comprises: a Packet Aggregation and Classification Engine (PACE) 704, a Packet Processing 
Unit (PPU) 706, an SRAM 705, and a CAM 707 and each PACE has a dedicated path to a PPU 
706 while four PACEs share a data path to the CPU 714. The Board interpreted the means plus 
function language to include these enumerated elements. Since claim 21 imports these 
limitations, it is asserted that none of the prior art of record, neither singularly nor in combination 
teach claim 21. 

Claims 22-23 depend upon claim 21 and are allowed based on their dependency to 
claim 21.
